Claim 1, lines 2-3, "processing samples at a first bit level" has been changed to - 
-processing samples at a first bit level using an analog-to-digital converter (ADC)~ 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present invention relates to method for acquiring GPS spread spectrum 
signal by processing signal sample at different bit level. Upon further consideration, 
prior art of record, closest reference (Hellmark - US 6,504,863), taking individually or 
collectively, fails to suggest a motivation for incorporating in such a method, as claimed 
as a whole, including subject matter "wherein the step of processing samples at a first 
bit level is used to acquire the GPS signal; and wherein the step of processing samples 
at a second bit level is used to measure a pseudorange from the GPS signal" in 
independent claim 1 (claims 2, 4-10 depend therefrom). Thus, claims 1, 1,4-10 are 
found to novel and unobvious over prior art of record.
